NOTE: Applicant representative wanted clarification on how the cited parts of Tahara can be analogized to what the 
claimed limitations specifically require: particularly the limitation as to searching a source file and replacing the variable 
with the definition for the variable. Based on the explanations from the Examiner, the AppI representative did not agree 
as to how all the sequences of steps - notably the replacing of variable - as recited can be remotely mapped with what 
the Examiner has put forth, notably with respect to the causal relationship that ties the limitations of the claim, e.g. 
claim 1 . Examiner has asked if there appears to exist such a divergence in opinion, then if all that could be submitted in 
writing, the Office will give if full consideration. Regarding the content of the reply by the Applicant recently filed but 
which has not been tended to by the time of the interview, the representative has indicated that there would be no 
follow up supplemental to the arguments in the content thereof. 
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
